There 
i.* a home remedy which should at once be applied, 
e';*e the most disastrous consequences may en«ue. 
>Ve can see no reason indeed why in a city like 
tLis every operative, male or female, should not l*e 
employed continually and at remunerating wages 
through the entire season, sorely as the crisis is af- 
fei ting our manufacturing interests. The truth is 
•hat not an establishment of any description in 
Lsjuiiville should now be affected by the monetary 
We have in our midst the ability to keep 
the furnaces of all our factories glowing, and the 
chatter and roar of all their machinery as musical 
with the*hum of honest industry as in the most 
prosperous times. It is necessary, aye absolutely 
imperative upon us that we buy at home — that we 
home-made goods — that not a dollar either in 
money or credit l»e sent beyond our doors for arti- 
cles that are as well and as cheap'y made here as 
lsewhere. 

There is not a branch of manufactures in which 
Louisville cannot compete with an}' city of the 
West. We make as good machinery, as good glass- 
ware, as good furniture, as good clothing, as good 
ptper. as good stoves and castings, as good anything 
and everything, in fact, as the demands and neces- 
■Mm the population call for. And all of these 
varied articles we produce as cheaply as they can be 
had elsewhere. Even* merchant and artisan of the 
city should be kept employed if we would patronise 
home industry. No workman's arm should grow 
;.irulytic with idleness if our citizens would confine 
their purchases exclusively to what is produced 
here. The cheek of no netd!e-girl should crow wan 
and j>ale because of scanty food an "; thin raiment if 
the people of Louisville would give to our own 
clothiers the patronage which is too frequently 
squandered on Eastern dealers. 

We are unable to account for the rash and incon- 
siderate policy of many of our merchants in this 
matter. They seem to prefer articles that are pro- 
duced abroad, and send their payments away when 
the 6ame monsy would buy the same articles at 
home, and thus distribute so much more of the cir- 
calating medium through the community, relieving 
all classes. 

We are satisfied that our manufacturers are doing 
■H they can to keep their employees constantly at 
work. But it will be impossible fur them to do so 
without they are liberally supported at home. If 
our merchants would enter into some concert of ac- 
tion in this matter they might Le instrumental in 
doing much good. The alternative however must 
present itself. If we persist in going to other cities 
for that which we can procure on as favorable terms 
in our own city, it will be in vain for our manufac- 
turers to exert themselves. They can cope with any 
emergency of an ordinary nature, but they now re- 
quire all the assistance and cooperation possible to 
enable them to weather the storm. 

In other cities it would be scarcely necessary to 
m»k« this appeal. But here such are the peculiari- 
ties of our people that we deem it important to pre- 
sent the claims of our home manufacturers in the 
strongest light at this peculiar juncture. To pre- 
vent thousands of honest, industrious and deserv- 
worktngmen and women being turned adrift 
upon the cold charities of the world we muit en- 
courage those who give employment to the laboring 
classes. The duty is a plain one. and it is as sa- 
credly blading as it is plain and indisputable.

Wood of New Yorl has sent a message to the Com- 
mon Council, in which he makes some sensible re- 
flections upon the strait to which the lalwcing classes 
of that city will be reduced during the coming win- 
ter from want of employment, and directs attention 
to the vast amouut of public work to be doue— the 
improvement of the Central Park, the construction 
of the new reservoir, the grading and regulating of 
streets, the repairing of the docks. &c. Thus it be- 
comes necessary that a certain amount of work 
should be done, and the hands to do it are ready and 
idle. The Mayor proposes that a sufficient number 
of lal*>rers to carry on these works shall l»e employ- 
ed; that the corporation shall pay them seventy-five 
per cent, in food and twenty-tive percent, in niouev. 
The food— flour, cornmeal, and potatoes — to be paid 
for with funds raised by lo tn, secured by stock, 
bearing seven per cent, interest, and redeemable in 
fifty year*; thx- men to 1* supplied with food at the 
cost price to the corp . ration. They will thus get 
their supplies at a discount of fifteen or twenty per 
cent, at least on the usual rates, while the public 
will be saved additional pauper expenses— for the 
unemployed will certainly come upon the Alms- 
house— and the works will go forward without im- 
mediate additions to the tax list. 

Emancipation ok Slaves— The will of Mrs. 
Louisa Erne, late of this city, was admitted to pro- 
bate yesterday in the County Court. She emanci- 
pates nine valuable slaves, provides for the payment 
of their expenses to Cincinnati, and bequeathes tbem 
one hundred dollars each. She also makes suitable 
provision for an old servant over seventy > ears of 
age, who had been faithful to her, and also free3 a 
young female slave when the a b 'ed one shall ha\> 
died. At the death of old Milly, three houses and 
lots on Jeffer*on street are to be sold and the pro- 
ceeds divided among her emancipated slaves. 

To her brother and other members of the familv 
ample bequest.- are made. Messrs. Nathan Merdes, 
William Dixon, and John M. Monohan are the ex- 
ecutors.

In putting away potatoes or turnips be sure to 
have them well secured against the cold of even 
such a season as the last. The extra lal>or i* but 
small; the security is worth much more than tt.e 
extra cost. In putting op potatoes in heaps to keep 
till spring, do not make them too large. See that 
you select a piece of* ground whore no water \\ \XL 
stand, after the hardest rains; then cover the pota- 
toes with a good coating of dry straw, laid on smooth 
aud compact, so that the earth when thrown upon 
it will not mix with but rest upon it. This covering 
of straw or grass is the main security of your roots. 
A good coating of earth on this (leaving air tubes) 
completes your protection. The earth keeps the 
straw dry, and dry straw is a non-conductor, so that 
in the longest period of intense col 1 you need have 
no fears for your potatoes. If your heaps turn the 
water and the straw remains dry they will op-en out 
in the spring in the best possible condition for sale 
or use. 

See that your stock are in good condition; feed 
well and provide comfortable shelter. E* try pound 
of fat you can put on your stock at this season is a 
guarantee for two pounds in the spring, provided 
they are properly cared for during the winter. See 
especially to your young animals. Let them be 
provided with comfortable dry quarters, even if 
nothing more than a straw shed. 

Begin to get in your corn as soon as dry enough: 
in short, aim to have the entire season's work com- 
pleted by the end of the year. *o that you mav be- 
gin die new year with its own projier business. Sell 
everything that you don't intend to use in the 
way of produce, even if you do not obtain as full 
prices as you may desire, and pay off your accounts, 
if yeu owe any, with the proceeds. See that your 
seeds of different kinds are carefully stored in drv 
airy places, so as to preserve them in a good con- 
dition for planting. If you have sod-land which 
you intend to plant in corn or potatoes next vear 
break it up well and deeply now, so that the gras: 
and roots may decompxise before cob', wvatbtf wit b 
it w ill decompose more in a week now than it will 
in a month in the winter. See that your tools and 
implements are carefully put away ready for use 
next year; if any repairs are required attend t< 
now, arfd don't leave it to take you at a di*a i van- 
tage in the busy season when you want to use them. 
As you have leisure, review the past season's busi- 
ness, and shape your course for the coming season 
by it.

Since we last wrote, we have seen a gentleman who 
is about making a contract with a tile drainer from 
Albany to lay down the crockery under thirty-three 
acres of partially reclaimed swamp land. The main 
drains have been dug several years, four or five 
feet deep, and the improvement has been astonish- 
ing. But such a wet season as this has convinced 
the proprietor that his land needs more thorough 
drainage. Cioss drain made of tile, laid two feet 
deep, and at intervals of three rods, will take off all 
the wiiter from showers and heavy rains in a few 
hours, and make this the eatliest land upon the farm. 
The work is to be done this season. There are 
thousands, yes, tens of thousands of acres in the 
State, that ought to receive similar treatment, ana 
would, if the owners were awake to their true inter- 
ests. 

But there is no just appreciation of the value of 
drainage, or the work which it performs for the 
land. It is generally supposed that its only n;. i- 
cation is to s wamps already saturated with water. 
These undoubtedly are more l>enetited by drainage 
than other binds, but all soils that retain water 
above them in the low places, at any seasou of the 
vear, greatly need this operation. Indeed, it may 
be doubted if the operation will not pay upon all 
lands, except sandy soils and coarse gravels, that 
have been under. trained by a natural process. 
W herever we find a compact hard pan of gravel 
underneath the surface soil, or a clay loam, or a pure 
clay, there is a chance for tile drain. These we find 
in almost all granite and gnei*s formations, such as 
prevail in our State. But it will be asked, What is 
the use of draining such land? We will briefly set 
forth a few of the advantages of this operation.' 

As a first consideration, it frees the sou from stag- 1

Remove Ibis pressure", by opening the 
drains, and it gradually softens to muLk The same 
thing is se<m in the hollows aud swails of cultivated 
held. Y<u will almost alwavs tind these places 
underlaid with bard-pian, and generally the pan 
is near the surface. Break throne h this pan and 
put in drains, and the wcik of disintegration at 
once begins. It will spread gnduaUj from the 
drains to the middle space between, t':;"e increased 
fr jittulness of tbe field showing how reipilarlv the 
work goes on. A loose, porous soil secured by this 
means passes off the water from i.ea\ \ showers very 
rapidly, so that the crops are never "flooded and in- 
jured, as they often will be in land' usoaBlr not 
wet. 

There is also a great mechanical advantage for the 
roots of plants, in this change in the texture of the 
soil. Tbe freedom with which roots will push their 
way into the surrounding soil after -mtenance de- 
pends not more upon the vigor of the seed kernel, 
than upon the mechanical conditiou of the trronnd 
Much of the vigor of the plant must be wasted in 
overcoming the physical difficulties of pr-curiug food 
in a hard, stiff soil. The roots have to dispute every 
inch, and spend their eneegies in l«orir:^ " highways 
for their own passage, when thev ou^ht r 0 I* busv 
in absorbing food. This is a seru.m hindrance in all 
annual crops, where the period of grow tt. is so short. 
In a drained soil, tne roots run t ut rajvdlv through 
the loose particles, and extend much further in search 
of food, and appropriate more aosapiWsall the ali- 
ment within their reach. 

Another advantage of draining is tV more thor- 
ough intermixture of the manure wi'.h the soil. 
When plowed, the soil does not break up In large 
lumps, but crumbles into small piece* and frag- 
ments, which the rains and frosts soon pulverize. Of 
course the manures, whether liquid or solid, are much 
more rapidly distributed through tbe whole mass of 
the soil. The favorable influence of this is seen in 
the more even aud luxuriant growth af the crops on 
all parts of the field. The roots find abundant ah- 
treat in every direction, and agiven amount of man- 
u tre will produce much better crops tuan when dis- 
tritHHed upon a cold hard soil. 
_ Drained land ulso catches all the fertilizing mate- 
riais in the rains and snows. There is an appreciable 
quantity of ammonia in these, which eve'rv farmer 
should seek to fasten in his soil. If tue "land is a 
hard-pan, or only four inches de-p, much of the 
rain runs off upon *he surface, and is 1 >-t in the 
swamps. If the soil is made loose and porous by 
drainage, it runs down rapidly two or three feet 
deep, and the carl>onaceous matters in the soil seize 
upou the ammonia, and retain it. until the roots 
of plants can avail themselves of it. 

In the same way. drained land is benefited by 
the heat of rains, especially in the early parts of 
the season. The rains from the southwest, south, 
and south-east, that fall in March aud April, are 
of much higher temperture than the earth, and 
would have an important influence in dissolving 
the frosts, if they had access to the soil. This is 
one reason why such lands can be worked two or 
three weeks earlier than others in the spring of tbe 
year. If any one has doubt of this, he would be 
convinced by comparing the temperature of an or- 
dinary rain in April with the water which is dis- 
charged from the mtmths of drains. The differ- 
ence is several degrees in favor of the falling rain 
and of course all that the rain loses in iu tempera- 
ture the soil gaius. 

Again, the soil remains warmer during tbe win- 
tar. The earth receives a large quant it v of heat 
during the summer, which is rapidlv lam as the 
winter comes on, in all compact soils, which are 
such god conductors of heat. But make the soil 
porous, by drainage, and its conducting power is 
impaired, and it retain* longer the ha.it which it 
gains in rummer. Of course it is more i>enetited by 
winter rains abscrbing them, while they run off 
from the frozen land 

Moreover, in a loose soil, the atmosphere pene- 
trates the earth to a much greater depth, and more 
completely reaches every particle. This has a very 
important influence in pulverizing the soil and in 
decomposing those portions whence th» plant* derive 
their nourishment. Plant food is prepared much 
more rapidly, and manure imparts its virtues soon- 
er. 

It also greatly prolongs the season, add; 
both in spring, and autumn. In Api! v--u have not 
to wait four weeks for the ground to be" drv enough 
to sow oats or spring wheat. The ground. w"h« n plo w] 
ed, is at a higher temperature, and, of course, the 
process of vegetation begins sooner. In the Fall, 
frosts are prevented by tbe higher temperature of 
the earth. It in reality makes of a field a slight 
hot-bed, and forees and" prolongs vegetation. It 
is equivalent to mo\iug a man's farm several de- 
grees further South. 

Every one must see that a field always is condi- 
tion for the plow after the season opens "~ irnrrmiann 
labor greatly. There are no wet spots, or baked 
spots, for which the farmer needs to wait. He can 
put forth his labor at tbe right time, and make it 
most available. If drainage has these advantages, 
there is sound philosophy in it. A farmer should 
drain for the same reason that he manures— be- 
cause he can make more money by it, than he can 
without. Draining is quite as "good economy as 
mannuring, as we shall see hereafter.

Thi 
ith the fact that th--y ha\e our monetary 
sy«--tn uuder their exclusive control and that tl ey 
alu; e have jiower of afi'ordin^ either relief or reme- 
dy, impoae* upon them the duty of doiug that 
which, without injuring them, will save our com- 
mercial, m •unfacturing, aud agricultural interests 
Dvn. present prostration aud great ultimate loss. 

There i« no difference of opiuion among intelligent 
men. who witnessed I'mner suspensions, that a Imi.k 
susjicns-ion now would afford great immediate relief, 
prevent & great number of failures, and save im- 
merse sutus in getting agricultural products to 
market at fair prices. That it will have the effect 
of restoring former fictitious vah.es i; neither to he 
escorted uor desired. They mu-t stand the read- 
justment which such a crisis always j. -...luces. Those 
who cinnot s-tand that readjustment. u 4 k.-.i the basig 
of a -ou:; ' and reasonalde general trade, must break, 
and there is no salvation for them. Hut there U a 
large number of merchants aud t riders who can 
survive t his procjssif they <ire temporarily relieved. 
The banks ought not to permit such men to break. 
Besides, prices have not yet nearly touched the low- 
est j>oint they must reach if the \ resent scarcity of 
money continues for sixty or ninety days longer. 
The loss to the agricultural intere-t front those still 
lower prices is what the banks can and ought to 
prevent by suspension. 

We are told that the directors owe a duty to their 
Stockholders as well as to the public. This is true, 
and it is a duty w hich they should never overlook. 
Bu„ neither should they disregard their duty to the 
public. The principal part of their stockholders are 
E*stem men. who also own aud control the Eastern 
banks, and, by their action there, have shown what 
they think the blerded duty of directors require at 
such a crisis. 

An enlightened view of the subject will sho.v that 
the interest of the stockholders and that of the pub- 
lic coincide and that there is no real conflict i»etween 



With eighteen millions of indebtedness from in- 
dividuals to our hanks, based, to a large amount, 
upon bills drawn in anticipation of shipments of 
produce, there must be at such a crisis a 
Urge amount of the actual capital of the banks 
in serious peril. There is at present a peculiar 
peril aU.ut it in reference to the Kentucky banks, 
the directors have overlooked. The 
ks have heretofore had a comparatively easy 
time of it in commercial revulsions. They liave lost 
but little from the breaking of their customers. 
This was because the course of their business re- 
al ways 
were made, and the 
Unk< were thus indirectly made the preferred cred- 
» of all broken traders, whilst the community at 
were left to whistle for their debts upon such 

forbids it. An insolvent debtor cannot 
►refer one creditor to another, and the banks 
lave to go into the pro rata division of his es- 
The directors need not be told what is the 
I yield of an insolvent trader's esUte ■ such 
and especially they need not be told what 
is its yield to large corporations, whose officers can- 
not exert the minute vigilance of individual credi- 

Tbe banks cannot therefore isolate themselves 
under the narrow, selfish policy of everv one taking 
care of himself. An enlightened self-interest will 
show them that in taking [.roper care of themselves, 
the first step, at such a crisis, is to take care of the 
trading community. If, by a continued system 
of contraction for the next sixty or ninety iayr, 
they break half our traders, they will iuevitildy 
find themselves, at the end of Out period, losers to 
the amount of millions. In view of such a state of 
things, prudent, intelligent men would not estimate 
the true value of the debts due the banks, at a dis- 
count of less than a fourth or a third. 

There is but one opinion among the bank officer 
themselves, that, if they are bound ultimately to 
suspend, they had better do so at once, full handed, 
than wait to have a suspension forced upon them 
when their vault* are empty. Nothing therefore 
need be said upon that subject. They have only 
about one dollar in specie for four dollars of their 
cash liabilities — that is, their circulation and de- 
posits. Every man, w ko knows that one dollar will 
not pay four dollars of debt, ought to know that at 
a time like this they cinnot continue specie pay- 
ments for ninety days longer. They are living 
now a precarious sort of life, dependent mainly upon 
public sentiment. Take that from them and they 
cannot live through a single week. Their three 
million deposit account is alone sufficient to 
break them at any day when public sentiment turns 
against them. That sentiment will unquestionably 
turn against them when a large number of our 
principal and most popular traders shall be daily 
breaking. According to the opinion of many in- 
telligent persons, the banks are mainly indebted for 
their present position of apparent security to the 
egg-barricade that has been thrown 
Take away that sustaining sentiment and 
fente is as frail as an egg-shell. 

It is an inexorable law of trade, that there can- 
not be a prolonged continuance of a depreciation in 
the market of three or even two per cent, against 
the notes of a specie-paying bank. Depositors and 
note holders cannot and will not submit to such a 
loss. Temporarily they may submit as they have 
done, but to anticipate the long continuance of such 
forbearance is mere fatuity. To hope that the baaks 
will be long permitted to depreciate their own notes, 
by selling their checks for the non-specie paying cur- 
rency of New York at a premium, is a mere absur- 
dity. L : ke the intelligent men they are, the direc- 
tors ought to conform their action to the inflexible 
laws of trade. If they attempt to thwart those laws 
or to live in their despite, they will, as they deserve,

We have forborne to take this pieition definitely as 
long as there was the shadow of a chance that sus- 
pension could be avoided without entailing upon the 
people of the State immense and irreparable losses, 
but now it is demonstrable that it willl»e absolute- 
to- ly impossible for our banks to continue naeai asr- 
ments for any considerable time, >r.d meanwhile 
produce will continue to be depreciated, manufac- 
turers will l>e fjreed to stop operations, marehaat* 
will be compelled to fail, and the losses in everv de- 
partment of trade ar>d industry will l>e aggravated 
and mad- still more deplorable, and every in;er- 
est in the State will be so completely prostrated 
that when all our neighl>ors are ready to resume 
specie payments we shall «till be unable to recover 
from the lamentable consequences of an unnecessa- 
ry depletion and the exhaustion of a useless strug- 
gle. 

The Kentucky banks have row ajtaaaj nine mil- 
lions of circulation and three millions of deposits. 
These constitute their c ish liabilities, to meet which 
they have, in round num!>ers, three millions of 
sp»cie, and two and a half millions of exchange, 
maturing within sixty days. Admitting that four- 
fifths of this exchange will I* realized at maturity, 
aud under existing circumstances this is an extrav- 
agant estimate, the banks will then have live mil- 
lions of available means with which to meet eleven 
millions of immediate liabilities. It is ridiculous to 
suppose that when all our neighboring banks are in 
a st-ite of suspension the notes of the Kentucky 
bank" will continue to circulate. They will com- 
mand a premium and will soon l»e supplanted by 
a less valuable circulation. This process If now 
rapidly going on, and so soon as a currency other 
than that of the Kentucky banks has been sup- 
plied .he notes of these banks will unquestionably 
be run in upon them despite of egg-barricades, and 
the inevitable consequences of an attempt to con- 
tinue specie payments will oe ultimate suspension 
in a condition of such absolute depletion as to pre- 
clude all jiwdliility of | resumption at the time 
proposed for the resumption of si<-cie payments 
elsewhere 

We do not Mieve't hat our banks need entertain any 
serious appreheusion of | forfeiture or even of a re- 
striction of their chartered pri vileges on account of a 
suspension of specie payment in the present crisis 
Even supi»osiug the banks were compelled to go into 
liquidation, their whole capital amounts to only 
about two and a quarter per cent, of the whole tax- 
able property of the State, and it is evident that an 
attempt to maintain specie payments « ill depreciate 
property of every description to an aggregate amount 
five or ten times greater th m the whole bank c ipital 
of the State. But there is really nothing to be fear- 
ed from the Legislature on account of a suspension. 
We have no doubt whatever that the Democratic 
majority there will deal justly and even leniently 
with the banks if they should suspend voluntarily 
and to protect the greatest interests of the State from 
further depreciation. The organs of the Democratic 
party in various portions of the State have indicat- 
ed that no harsh measu-es will be resorted to by the 
dominant party in the Legislature. The Lexing- 
ton Statesman gays on this subject :

This is the tone of the Democratic organs through- 
out the State, and there are other causes for appre- 
hending the severe action of the Legislature than a 
suspension. It will be in the power of the Legisla- 
ture to plat? such restrictions upon the business of 
the banks by means of a modification of the usury 
laws as will viitually take away from them the lam- 
ents of many of the chartered privileges which they 
now enjoy, and, should an obstinate effort on the 
part of the banks to continue specie payments pro- 
duce the public and private disasters which are 
now anticipated as the inevitable consequences of 
such action, they will not find and should not ex- 
pect any mercy at the hands of the representa- 
tives of the j»eople. 

For all practical purposes our banks are now vir- 
tually 8us{>ended. It is as much as they can do to 
fortify themselves. It is not reasonable to expect 
them to do anything more than this. The evils of 
this state of affairs are evident. They are plainly, 
sensibly apparent to even- trader, merchant, manu- 
facturer, and farmer. The Nashville Patriot, in an 
article justifying the suspension of the Tennessee 
banks, has thus portrayed these evils: 

The bank* of the South and Won that hare continued 
specie payment have done so with fear and tranbHBg, and 
liave. been mainly employed iu fortifying ikentaeimafalnat 
the worst. Thus the produce, the true relief, has been He- 
glected, and we mm the Dottoa and pr»iu and tobacco, <fcc, 
still in thr hands of thu producer.

Hroker^ and cpcrulators, who are moved by an 
mm disregard of all interests saw th. ir own, are rlciug 
through the countrv, by themselves and bv agencies, buy- 
ing up the notes of those bank- which Hill jiay out coin— 
they take thoee notes to the counters of those banks, and, 
having obtained the goto, ahip it to where it will bring them 
the premium. Kvery means . • relief is lo*t sight of and 
the whole payment of si>erie is made the ba-i.- M si , cula- 
tion aud still further deprc-ion. 1 

Uy continued s,*cie payments a few, the broker, the 
speculator, and the rich who have retired from active busi- 
ness on large fortunes, are beiiMited; but the great mass 
ol business nieu are poor men. whose all of capital and 
credit depends upon a readv exchange, and a few dollars 
arc 1. ft to die by the wayside. The poor man's few sacks 
of grain are left to the wevil and the mould, hi* few bale* 
of cotton to the damps and mildews of the ware-hotis •, 
whilw the rich on fast horses, • ooted and spurred, over- 
ride them and the country. It is in this state of things 
that we now applaud tlie suspension of our city bank-. We 
consider it best for the people, the farmer, the merchant, 
the. mechanic, that thi* should be the ca«e. Our banks, by 
this courwe, put themselves in a condition to benefit the 
community a large— to furnish discounts, 
to applv whatever means they mac have 
nothing but the relief of the people, 
and honest, they will do it. 

There can be no relief from the pervading pres- 
sure w ithout a movement of the crops.

LiMK axi> its Ai'pucatiox- to L.vxi). — Lime is 
ordinarily found in the form of common limestone, 
or carbonate of lime, a combination of lime with 
carbonic acid. Every 100 lbs 0 f pure limestone con- 
tains about 44 lbs of carbonic acid gas. This may 
be driven off by I high heat, as in the lime kilns. 
The lime then remains iu what is called the caustic 
state, or quicklime. It will burn th<- maco*. if ap- 
plied to it. When water is poured upon it (thu 
iiimv be shown bv teachers) it swells, ajadm, heats, 
and finally crumbles to a tine powder. If the Wmm 
is only used in sufficient quantitv to slack the lime, 
ir. will all disappear, being entirelv absorbed; it has 
in fact united with the lime, and become a part of 
the solid stone. The heat caused during slacking is 
caused by the chemical union of water and lime. 
A ton of limestone unites with about one-fourth of a 
ton of waier. 

If quicklime or slake*! lime is exposed to the air, 
it gradually absorbs carbonic acid; and if left a long 
time, Incomes nearly all carbonate once more. If a 
piece of quicklime lie left exposed in this wav until 
it has crumbled, it will effervesce again with muri- 
atic acid, as the limestone did before it was burned, 
thus proving the fact just stated. 

Lime is applied to the kind in the three states 
alaive mentioned: quick lime, hydrate or slaked 
lime, and ntoalaked or mild lime, so called bacavai 
it litis lost its caustic properties. It is better for the 
hnd in all of these states than it was before burn- 
ing has reduced it to an extremely tine powder, 
more fitted to be dissolved in the soil," and to lie ta- 
ken up by the plant. From the various tables al- 
ready given it is obvious that lime is an absolurelv 
caential ingredient in the soil being coustantl'v 
needed by plants in all of their parts; out, besides 
this, it performs other functions there of scarcely 
less importance, differing according to the state in 
wnich it is applied. 

a. If the soil be stiff and cold, if it is newlv drain- 
ed, containing much of acid organic compound*, or 
if there are tough, o'.stiaate grasses to er.ulic.»te, 
sueh as bent, etc . it is best to applv faint lime, or 
the caustic hydrat*. In either of these conditions it 
has a most beneficial and energetic action; lighten- 
ing and mellowing stiff clays, neutralising aud de- 
composing injurious acid substances, and extirpat- 
ing many hurtful grasses and weeds. 

i. If caustic lime is applied largely to light soil* 
it may do harm by too lapidly decomposing the or- 
ganic mt.tter. usually scarce in soils ot thLs'.lescrip- 
tion. In all such cases, and zenerallv when it \m 
not w ished to produce such • r .cts as" the above, 
mild or air-slaked lime is the 

The action of all varieties i. i citably more mark- 
ed and permanent upon drait 1 or thoroughlv drv 
laud, than upon that which i* > . andswampv. AO 
of these various states of lini i act uot only upon the 
organic matter in the soil, but upon the inorganic 
also, decomposing certain insoluble compounds, and 
bringingfthem into a state favorable to the susten- 
ance ol the plants. Thus we see that this manure 
performs many most important functions. 

It has a constant tendency to sink in the soil, and 
in one that has l*en heavily limed for manv vears 
quite a layer of it exists in the subsoil; this may 
be brought up by det»p plowing, oris made available 
by drains, which permit the rooU to go down. 
When applied as a top dressing, it should in almost 
every case be mild, aud also when used in aaaaaaata, 
where such animal manure is present. Tm raaaoa 
why precaution should be used in the latter in- 
stance is one that has Iteen alluded to before, in 
speaking of manures containing nitrogen. In ail 
such cases, caustic lime causes a formation of am- 
monia from the nitrogen, and a consequent escaoe 
of it into the air. Where much lime is mixed with 
the manure, its depreciation in value is verv rapit!. 
owing to its loss. Where the.e is little or no nitro- 
gen present, and it is desired to decompose peat, or 
to rot heaps of weeds and turf, the caustic Hou b to 
be preferred, as its action is so much more ener- 
getic. 

It is now considered the best practice to applv 
lime in rather small quantities, and often, as then it 
is kept near the surface, and always active. Where 
it is bought, lime should always, if possible, ha iu 
the state of quicklime, as in that case there will be 
neither water nor carl>onic acid to transport. In 100 
lbs. of carbonic lime or common limestone, are 44 
lbs. of water; in 100 lb9. of slaked lime, about 88 
lbs. of water, so that the saving in both instances 
by carrying quicklime is considerable.
